KEPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the parents and citizens of the town of Sullivan: 


In compliance with the custom heretofore establish- 
ed, and thinking it would give better satisfaction to the 
citizens of the town, your school board submits it annu- 
al report, though having reported to the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction and to the selectmen, on 
August Ist, as required by law. ‘The new law seems to 
make it somewhat complicated, our annual election com- 
ing as it does in March, and the school year commenc- 
ing in August. 

Your school board feel that they can truthfully report 
that the schools have fully sustained their former stand- 
ing ; but should we be satisfied with that? ought we not 
to try and improve? We should make a great effort to 
have our schools better. We must’ impress upon our 
children the great importance of acquiring a good edu- 
cation, and the great advantages that they enjoy. We 
. must see that they are regular in their attendance there 
at the commencement, willing to obey all reasonable 
rules. As we interest ourselves, so shall we interest 
our children. It requires money to support our schools ; 
but, we ask, what better use can we make of our money, 
than by educating our children so they will make good, 
useful and respected citizens? 

We believe our teachers have been faithful, consci- 


15 
entiousin their duties, and have labored for the best 
good of the school and scholars. 

There have been two terms of school in each of the 
four divisions the past year. No. 1, 21 weeks; No. 2, 
22 weeks; No. 3, 22 weeks; No. 4, 21 weeks; aggre- 
gating 86 weeks. Number scholars as enumerated by 
enrolling officer, 84; boys, 413; girls; 43. Number 
enrolled by teacher, 82; boys, 43; girls, 39. There 
were only 21 weeks in division No. 1, as the teacher 
had a prior engagement and could not teach longer, 
and the school board thought eleven weeks with a teach- 
er that was acquainted with the school, could do better 
work than a new teacher. ‘This school, it seems to us, 
is entitled to more weeks in the future than the other 
divisions, to make up for the one week in the year 1896, 
and two weeks in 1895, as the school was obliged to 
close on account of the illness of the teacher of that year. 

In conclusion, we extend our thanks to all who have 
assisted us in our work. We find an increased number 
of visits in the school room by parents and others, which 
is encouraging to teacher and scholars. Let us sustain 
and help our teachers.

To the inhabitants of the town of Sullivan, tn the 
county of Cheshire, in said state, gualified to vote in 
town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at town hall in 
said Sullivan, on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects : 

1.—To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2.—To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation of the same. 

3.—To see what sums of money the town will raise in 
addition to that required by law for the support of schools.

8.—To see if the town will vote to pay for digging 
the graves, going with the hearse, and a certain sum of 
money for coffins for deceased persons of the town. 

g.—To hear the report of agents, auditors or com- 
mittee heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

10.—To transact any other business that may come 
legally before said meeting.
